REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-10,13-40 and 42-45 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The incorporation of the limitations of the previously cancelled claims 11 and 12 
into independent claims 25 and 43 renders moot the obviousness rejections of 
Herigstad et al. (6,731,316) in view of Hiroshi et al. (JP 07-270172). Upon 
consideration of the obviousness rejections based upon Herigstad in view of Hiroshi, as 
applied to the presently amended claims, Herigstad nor Hiroshi fails to teach, disclose 
or suggest temporarily displaying adjacent segments while a key is pressed and held as 
recited, in particular wherein a second key is pressed an held for a period of time to 
temporarily display a different segment of content where upon releasing the second key 
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the displayed content returns back to a previous segment of content to provide at least 
one of context and perspective with respect to the previous segment of content. None 
of the prior art of record, in particular, Herigstad nor Hiroshi teaches, discloses or 
suggests displaying adjacent segments while a key is pressed and held and returning to 
an original segment when the key is released. Accordingly, the present claims, and all 
dependents thereof, are found to be allowable.
